Southwark Crown Court heard 
that officers from Scotland Yard's 
Trident Anti-Drugs and Guns team 
raided his flat on March 17 and saw 
him hurl the firearm from a fourth- 
floor balcony 

Cage 

Roger Daniells-Smith, prosecut- 
ing, said he threw the gun, a 
silencer and 16 rounds of live 
ammunition out of the window as 
police struggled to break through a 
locked metal cage surrounding his 
front door. 

He told the court that Lee, a con- 
victed heroin dealer who had served 
three-and-a-half years in a young 
offenders' institution, later claimed 
he had been handed the 


weapon at 2am and had W by ANNE ROBERTS 


been minding it for a for- 
mer contact. 

Judge David Higgins, 
sentencing Lee, said: “The 
seized weapon, which is 
capable of firing 750 
rounds a minute, is the 
second of the most serious 
recovered from the crimi- 
nal community and is a 
very dangerous weapon 
indeed. 

“It is a real and danger- 
ous weapon, recovered 
with a silencer and ammu- 
nition, the only purpose 
for which was for an act of 
serious criminality.” Lee 


had pleaded guilty on 
November 1 to three 
firearms offences, includ- 
ing possession of the gun 
with intent to endanger 
life, possession of the 
silencer and of the bullets. 

The court was told that 
police will not make an 
application to destroy the 
weapon, but will instead 
keep it to be used for train- 
ing purposes. 

Police later confirmed 
that the weapon is usually 
found in Eastern Europe 
and is the most powerful of
